They availed them- 
selves of the assistance of Mr. George Henwood, and after a careful inspection 
of the mine decided to drive the tunnel at right angles to the ten lodes which 
are known to run through the property, and to employ for that purpose the best 
means that nodern mining engineering could supply us with. In order to carry 
this into effect we had to witness experiments in rock-boring by various drills, 
and through many different rock formations. Finally, on April 27 they decided 
toaccept Messrs. Hathorn’s tender to supply Eclipse drills and the Reliance com- 
bined engine and air-compressor. This machinery, with the buildings, is now in 
course of erection, and willbe in full work by the early part of next week. In 
the meantime they pushed forward as speedily as possible on the mine. They 
have laid a substantial tramroad with 540 ft. of iron rails into the present end of 
the tunnel. The mouth of the tunnel has been strongly arched with brickwork, 
and he is of opinion that »o more brickwork will be required throughout the 
drivage. The water to feed the machinery has been brought some 400 yards in 
Jaundersacross the valley from the neighbouring spring to the engine-house. 
Being a pure and never-tailing spring there will be a tirst rate supply all through 
the year. He hopedin the course of a few days that we shall be able to com- 
mence boring, meanwhile 12 men are employed to drive the tunnel towards the 
lode by manual labour. We hope to be able to drive from 25 to 30 fathoms per 
month, and to cut the celebrated Wheal Brothers silver lode in about four 
months. He could assure the meeting that every effort had been made to push 
forward these preliminary works with all possible speed and economy. 

Mr. Mars said that when the company took possession a tunnel had been 
driven about 500 ft. towards the lode.

At the surface [ tind just 
completed a substantially built engine-house, and a good 24-in. stamping and 
pumping-engine in the course of erection; also good smiths’ aud carpenters’ 
shops suitable for the requirements of the mine, together with a convenient 
otlive and maierial-house.

Rapip Deer Bortne at HARTLEPOOL.- An excellent work in 

eep boring has just been accomplished at West Hartlepool. In con- 
sequence of the rapid increase in the needs of the area supplied with 
water for domestic purposes by the Hartlepool Gas and Water Com- 
pany its directors decided to obtain an additional supply under the 
representations of their engineer, Mr. Thomas Mossman, and of the 
secretary, Mr. T. Trewhitt ; it was decided to employ the steam ap- 
paratus known as the Cranston Deep Boring Machine, the invention 
of Mr. J. G. Cranston, of Newcastle-on-Tyne. ‘The first bore-hole for 
the Hartlepool Gas and Water Company has just been completed. It 
is bored through hard and irregular strata (principally magnesian 
limestone), to adepth of 103 ft., the diameter of the bore-hole being 
6in. The time occupied in completing the first hole has been 35 
days, the greatest depth bored in one day being 10 ft. It is authori- 
tively stated that the work could not have been done by hand labour 
for four times the cost at which it has been accomplished in so quick 
atime by the machine, and after this it is needless to add that the 
completion of this part of the undertaking has been to the entire 
satisfaction of the company entering into it, and to the credit of the 
efficient machine of Mr. Cranston.

ReMARKS.—The Metal Market has this wall continued to make 
progress in an upward direction, and confidence appears to become 
more and more restored ; consequently an improved feeling prevails, 
and increased faith in the stability of prices is manifest, while 
manufacturers generally seem confident that the demand must ere 
long expand and be greatly developed, on account of its dormant condition for 
so Teas past, and by the present favourable circumstances which exist, and 
give so much promise of a speedy and effectual revival in the trade of the coun- 
try; and not only of this country, for similar incidences which are likely to 
affect our markets here, and to which reference was made in our last issue, will 
also probably bear as favourable an influence upon foreign markets, so that ship- 
ping business, as well as that for consumption, may be expected to inerease, and 
the whole trade thus assume a more healthy condition than it has done during 
the past five or six months. One good signin the state of the trade at the pre- 
sent time is that notwithstanding no very vast improvement has been effected 
in any one branch, for instance, prices have not so far advanced to any particular 
extent, nor has the demand been materially augmented ; but, at the same time, 
what little improvement has occurred has, with one or two exceptions, been 
=. thus signifying that the better tone does not arise from speculation 
veing centred upon any one metal, nor from any special feature suddenly 
arising to stimulate speculation, but rather it may be taken as an evidence that 
buyers having delayed making their purchases for so long past are now obliged 
to effect contracts in order to meet their urgent wants, and hence the stiffening 
tendency of prices is accounted for, while in a few instances some slight addi- 
tional tone has been given to the markets by apparent signs of some curtailment 
in the production. 

CoprER.—-An improved tone characterises this market, sellers ap- 
pear to be gradually withdrawing from the market and become more 
and more reluctant to sell at current rates, but buyers manifest no 
more eagerness to make purchases now than they did a week or two 
back. This is somewhat surprising, for statistics are much improved, 
and show a considerable reduction in the total visible stock, that on June 1 
amounting to 59,978 tons against 61,685 tons on May 1, or a reduction of 1707 
tons. The statistics of Chilian produce are likewise satisfactory, since they also 
show a good reduction in the stock; that in first and second hands in Liverpool 
and Swansea on May 3lamounting to 30,685 tons against 31,466 tons on May 14, 
This reduction is to be attributed to good deliveries and somewhat light im- 
ports, the former during the last half of May being 1855 tons and the latter 1074 
tons, Withthese favourable figures it is easy to account for the hardening ten- 
dency of prices, and if statistics continue to improve there is every reason to ex 
pect the permanent establishment of a much higher range of prices. The re- 
duction of 20s. per ton in 4 by 4 sheets, which we reported last week, has been 
followed by an advance of 2/., making the present price 71/. There does not 
appear to have been any very special reason for this advance except that manu- 
facturers evidently prefer to do no business at all rather than transact it ata 
loss. The Indian merchants do not appear at all disposed as yet to advance their 
limits to current quotations, but if the raw material continues to rise there will 
be less probabilitv of manufacturers making concessions, and certainly those 
merchants who effected their purchases last week are to be congratulated, as it 


| may be some little time before they are enabled to purchase upon similarly advan- 


tageous terms. 

Iron.—There is no material change to record in the state of this 
market.

One 
other point which should not escape the attention of the trade is that, notwith-

THE EXTRAORDINARY PRODUCTION OF COAL IN 1880. 


Nothing can be more surprising to owners of coal mines than the 

extraordinary production which took place last year, setting aside, as 
it has done, all calculations made by those eminent experts who have 
paid so much attention to the probable duration or our known depo- 
sits of fuel. The most sanguine and ablest of these, amongst them 
the late Prof. Jevons, considered that at the most there would be an 
annual increase at the rate of 3,000,000 tons, commencing from 1870, 
when the Royal Commission on Coal was sitting. By many persons 
this was considered an extreme view, secing that in some years there 
had been no increase whatever, but the reverse. The estimate, how- 
ever, Was not so very far out until 1880, when the increase is now 
‘stated to have been 13,249,016 tons more than in 1879. ‘This immense 
increase Was not occasioned by the additional demand for iron- 
making, for owing to the economy now adopted in the smelting of 
iron we are told on the highest authority that the consumption of fuel 
for iron-making last year was within a fraction of what was used for 
the same purpose in 1879; but for the same consumption of fuellast 
year more than 24 million tons more iron was made. The Coal Com- 
mission of 1871 estimated that the home consumption of coal in 1881 
would reach 128,100,000 tons, but that quantity was last year ex- 
ceeded by 700,000 tons, whilst our exports had increased from 
11,702,649 tons in 1870 to 18,702,551 tons in 1880, a rate never anti- 
cipated by the Coal Commission or any persons at all acquainted with 
the trade. It will be evident that it is not the great output of steel 
and iron which took place in 1880 that led to such an immense in- 
crease in the output of coal, for we are told that there has been such 
an economical use of fuel that whereas between 1870 and the pre- 
sent time the average consumption of coal per ton of pig made would 
be reduced from 8 tons to 2 tons 4 ewts., and that as a result of this 
economy the quantity of coal consumed in the iron trade during 
1880 would be less by 6,826,000 tons than it would have been if the 
average consumption of 1871 had been maintained. And we are 
also informed on high authority that 1 ton of iron rails had formerly 
involved an expenditure of 1 cwt. or more of raw coal, whilst now 
1 ton of steel rails could be obtained with an expenditure not ex- 
ceeding 55 ewts. of raw coal. 

As the production last year was not influenced by the iron and 
steel trades in any way, it is evident that some other cause must be 
sought for it We {may then fairly assume that the general trade 
of the country greatly improved as compared with 1879. Singularly 
enough, too, prices were exceptionally low, much below those of 
1879 or several previous years, and from this we may infer that the 
very low price cf coal was one of the causes for the great increase in 
the consumption. Cheap fuel produces cheap manufactured goods, 
and a greater demand for them, and this, we beiieve, was the case 
last year. The old maxim as to demand and supply has been thrust 
on one side, for, immense as was the increase in the quantity of coal 
raised, prices, so far from advancing, actually receded. Had there 
been an advance of only 6d. per ton in the price it would have made 
a difference to the owners of upwards of 3,600,000/. But, as a rule, 
colliery owners worked their pits without any profit whatever, so that 
manufacturers and the general public were the gainers, whilst mine 
owners and miners reaped no benefit whatever from the great demand 
for:coal that prevailed. The rate of output in the various districts 
will be seen from the following figures, showing the production for 
1879 and 1880: Tons, 1879.

ECONOMY IN UNDERGROUND HAULAGE IN MINES. 


The subdject of underground haulage in mines is of such import- 
ance that it cannot be too frequently or strongly urged upon the 
notice of mine managers. New mines, too, are now about to be 
opened out in many districts, and with respect to them in particular 
economy in every department is most essential in the interest of 
owners, seeing that minerals are now much lower in price than they 
have been. The latest proposal is the putting down of compressed 
air engines in the workings of some mines with the other necessary | 
appliances, in the shape of steam engines, &c. How far this can be | 
safe, economical, and effectual remains to bg seen, but we are cer- | 
tainly of opinion thatasteam engine in some mines is really a source 
of danger. The question of underground haulage, however, is one | 
that calls into requisition all the resources of our mining engineers, | 
presenting as it does a most important field for their mechanical | 
abilities, seeing that the cost of production is being constantly aug- | 
mented from various causes, amongst others owing to the increasing | 
distance the minerals have to be brought from where they are | 
wrought to the place where they are lifted to the surface. In old 
mines nearly worked out it would not be worth while to make changes | 
as they would not pay, but in others where not much driving has | 
been done, or where no course has been decided upon as to haulage, 
the engineer should avail himself of all that is new upon the subject, 
discarding old and familiar ideas. At one time all the work above | 
and underground was done by manual or horse power, with the ex- | 
ception of the drawing-engine, with the use of the old-shaped tram- 
plates. The wooden way was superseded by the adoption of the 
cast-iron ways, the invention of Mr. Curr, and sharp-edged wheels 
on the small carriages or trams instead of the broad wheels as pre- 
viously. CuRR’s tram plates were generally made about 4 ft. in 
length for underground use, having about 24 in. flange at rightangles | 
to the base upon which the the trams were made torun. The corfs 
were then brought up on the trams to short distances from the places 
of working by the putters or barrow-men where they were worked by 
a crane from the small tram to one large enongh to hold two or three 
corfs at atime. This in the North was called a “ rolley,” and two or 
three of them being hooked together six or eight corfs were taken by 
horses from the crane to the shaft. On the introduction, however of | 
CuRRS tram-plates the broad wheels gave way to sharp-edged ones 
with a view to the diminishing of the friction. The amount of fric- | 
tion produced by a broad wheel running on a wooden way is con- | 
siderably greater than with the same kind of wheel on an iron way, 
this being the result of the difference between the properties of the 
two surfaces in contact whilst the load is in motion. 

There are three sources of friction resisting the motion of all 
carriages moved on railways with wheels—contact of the periphery 
of the wheel with the rail; the attraction of the axle; and the 
oscillation of the load. The resistance due to the friction of the | 
periphery of the wheel on the rail may be lessened by diminishing | 
the breadth of the wheel’s periphery, or by adopting round-top rails, | 
also by increasing the diameter of the wheels. Owing to the in- 
creased strength which may be attained in the construction of broad 
wheels over those with sharp edges, for the same weight of material, 
and the more effectual reduction of the resistance of friction by the 
adoption of the round-top bridge rails with the broad-flanged wheel 
than by the use of the sharp-edged wheels with CurrR’s tram-plates, 
the former is generally used for surface railways and in some large 
mines for underground transport. According to some experiments | 
made with wagons on railways at the surface of mines, it was found 
that the entire resistance in some cases did not exceed the 1-240th 
part of the load. Now, however, with other improvements effected, 
the friction of the best constructed carriage at the present time is |

tremely important matter of their public credit? Time was—and 
not so very long since either—when even solid and wealthy colonies 
like Canada, New South Wales, and Victoria had to pay 5 per cent. 
and even more, upon their loans. During the dull time which fol. 
lowed the great panic of 1866 New South Wales was fain to issue 
a 5 percent. loan at 85; now New South Wales has 4 per cent. de. 
bentures floating at 4.or 5 prem. The difference, indeed, js very 
great and striking ; so great indeed as to indicate nothine less than 
an economic revolution ; and what, of course, greatly increases the 
importance of this revolution is that we witness a nearly similar 
state of things in the Cape Colony, in British India, in Victoria in 
South Australia, in Queensland, in New Zealand, and in the Dominion 
of Canada, wherever the English have carried their ideas their 
colonising talent, and their enterprise. < 
The change in home public sentiment of late years with regard to 
Formerly colonies were re. 
garded with distrust and ignorance; now they are looked upon with 
cheerful hope and intelligent appreciation. English emigrants have 
preferred in very many cases to cast in their lot with settlements 
in which they will still remain subjects of the British Crown instead 
of becoming American citizens and being engulphed in the turbid 
vortex of American politics. English capitalists, again, have learned 
that there is no fairer field for the employment of, at any rate, a 


| portion of their resources than that afforded by the principal British 


colonies. Finally, the acceleration of mails, the multiplication of 
telegraphs, the extension of steam navigation, and the development 
of the Press have all assisted to disseminate information with regard 
to the colonies, so that the average Englishman takes now a much 
more intelligent interest in them. The colonies have become, in 
fact, by the force of circumstances far more intimately associated 
and connected with the Mother Country than they formerly were 
and the result has been that English capital and labour have flowed 
into them more freely, so that the rate of interest on money has 
fallen to a point little in excess of the corresponding remuneration 
accorded to capital in Europe. This decline in the colonial rate of 
interest on capital ought to give a powerful stimulus to the work of 
colonial railway construction. We believe that it has already done 
so, and if we are right in this conclusion the home iron trade may 
very possibly find in the colonies some compensation for the slackened 
demand now observable for its products in the United States. 





IRISH MINES. 


Our Correspondent has been for some time visiting the wild and 
beautiful scenery of the south-west coast of the county of Cork, and 
also its numerous copper and other mines, and sends the following 
graphic sketch :—The pretty little town of Schull is 15 wiles to the 
south-west of Skibbereen, and situated at the base of Mount Gabriel, 
which completely shelters it from north and north-east winds; and 
being close to the beautiful harbour of Schull, the air is pure, soft, 
and balmy, which makes it a most desirable residence for all classes 
of invalids. It was, however, a melancholy sight to see numbers of 
miners and others, able and willing to work, standing about idle for 
want of employment. There is no question, in my opinion, that if 
the labouring classes and artisans of this country were employed in 
the mines and other industrial reproductive works, the “ agitator’s 
occupation would be gone.” At the present time, when all sorts of 
speculations are being started regardless of capital, it is surprising 
that really bona fide first-class valuable mines in Ireland are entirely 
ignored. The capitalist, I am satisfied, need not fear to risk his 
person or his money in this country, for both the one and the other 
would be welcomed and protected, and there is no doubt but he 
would derive large profits from his investments in judiciously selected 
mines. About two miles to the west of Kilcoe Castle—Roaring 
Water Bay—there is a range of valuable copper mines five miles 
long, and extending west from the Cappagh Mines (formerly known

THE GEORGE STEPHENSON CENTENARY CELEBRATION.—The ap- 
proaching celebration will cause such a revival of the memory of 
the greatest locomotive engineer that whatever relates to the history 
and position of steam locomotion will naturally be read with interest 
by all classes. The centenary edition of Dr. Samuel Smiles’ Life of 
Stephenson was noticed in last week's Journal, and, probably, no 
better companion volumes could be recommended than those of Mr. 
Michael Reynolds, a man of extensive research, and one who, being 
a practical engineer himself, is in every respect competent to form an 
opinion of the value of the information which he collects. His Model 
Locomotive Engineer (in which the early struggles of Stephenson are 
set forth with rare literary skill), Engine-Driving Life, and Locomo- 
tive Engine-Driving, all published by Mr, Crosby Lockwood, at Sta- 
tioners’ Hall-court, Ludgate Hill, should be read by all connected 
with railways or locomotives; and whilst the four volumes will form 
a handsome technical library for the practical artisan, it cannot be 
doubted that they will afford him many hours entertaining reading 
for a very few shillings, and place him in a much better position to 
command promotion whenever vacancies occur.

THE MAXIM EvectrRic Ligut.—That electric illumination wil 
become available for domestic as well as public use may now be re- 
garded as beyond question, and it appears that American inventions 
will be the successes in both applications. Just as the Brush light 
is in advance of all others for street and general illumination on the 
large scale, so the Maxim light promises to become the electric light 
of the household, and to come into very general use not only in cities

entire dwelling would be less than is at present paid for oil or candles. 
The machine employed for obtaining the current may be described 
asa duplex dynamo machine, the exciter being somewhat smaller 
than the distributor. The former is provided with an ingenious de- 

vice for controlling the supply of electricity and regulating the cur- 
rent, in order to meet the requirements of the number of lights burn- 
ing, which may be constantly varied, without either detriment to the 
machine or alteration in the other lights. The brushes collecting the 
current generated by the exciter, together with the brush holders, 
move round the axis of the machine, and are automatically set to any 
position between the maximum and neutral points. Two pairs of 
electro-magnets at the top receive a proportion of the currents of the 
large and small machines respectively, one pair operating the regu- 
lating movement and the otherashnnt. The regulator is operated 
by means of an armature attracted by forces varying according to 
the number of lights in circuit. When the supply of current becomes 
insufficient for the number of lamps lighted, the release of an arma- 
ture puts the brush holders in gear for revolving, and an increased 
supply of cnrrent is the result. The supply of current is automati- 
cally diminished with equal facility. The pair of machines is esti- 
mated to supply one arc light of 20,000 candle power, or 85 Maxim 
lamps of 25 candle power each, or over 2000 candle power in the 
|aggregate. The lamps are arranged in multiple circuit, each burner 
| being independent of the other. The current is conveyed through a

The lamp will, it is said, burn from 600 to 900 hours 
without renewal of the globe and carbon, and the replacement is 
easy and quick. There can be little question that if any system of 
electric illumination is to be introduced into our mines and collieries, 
the Maxim system is thus far the most worthy of adoption.
